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(once amended) Application of the device according to the invention as claimed in claim 
1 in horticulture, in particular glass horticulture, wherein an area for monitoring is 
provided with a pattern of sensors.

9. Application of the device according to the invention as claimed in claim i[any of the 
foregoing claims] in horticulture, in particular glass horticulture, wherein an area for 
monitoring is provided with a pattern of sensors. 
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
